Cease Fire 
Crumbles, 
Turks Shell

The Cyprus cease fire threat 
ened to crumble today, with 
reports of major Turkish truce 
violations and a Soviet veto 
blocking the United Nations 
from expanding peacekeeping 
efforts on the war torn island. 
Turkish warships anchored 
off the northern Cypriot port of 
Kyrenia shelled two Greek 
Cypriot towns Wednesday, less 
than 24 hours after the signing 
of a three-nation cease-fire 
agreement in Geneva. 
Greek Cypriot leaders de­ 
nounced the attacks as “gross 
violations” of the truce and 
accused Turkey of sending 
more reinforcements to oc­ 
cupied sections of the embattled 
island. 
At the United Nations, Soviet 
Amba«ador Yakov A. Malik 
rushed to the Security Council 
from vacation and vetoed a 
resolution calling for peackeep- 
ing forces to expand their 
duties on Cyprus in accordance 
with 
the 
Geneva 
peace 
agreement 
Immediately after the dra­ 
matic vote, Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim, said Turkey’s 
military commander on Cyprus 
had demanded U.N. withdrawal 
from Turkish enclaves. Wald­ 
heim said he had no choice but 
to comply. 
In Moscow, the official Soviet 
news agency Tass said Malik 
"foiled the attempts’’ by some 
NATO members to impose a 
change in the U N. role without 
“sufficient sounding out” 
In Athens, Greece’s new 
civilian government began 
demobilizing its forces today, 12

Barge Strikes World’s Largest Bridge 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) — An empty shell barge struck 
the Lake Pontchartrain Causeway before dawn today, 
tearing, out a 240-foot gap- in 'the roadway of the world's 
longest bridge and plunging two cars into the water. 
Police said the vehicles were submerged and that there 
were no reports on the number of people involved or their 
injuries Police said three concrete sections of the 
northbound lanes tumbled into the water at the time of the 
impact. Traffic was also blocked on the southbound lanes 
while engineers surveyed for damage. 
Agnew Gets Gun 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew has been determined not to be “dangerous to 
public safety,’" and permitted to keep a gun despite his 
status as a convicted felon Federal officials said 
Wednesday that Agnew had been given permission to keep 
a gun for personal protection against trespassers on his 
property and those he said had made threats on his life 
after he resigned last October. Rex D. Davis, director of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, said 
Agnew would be given “relief” from federal laws that 
restrict gun possession for persons who have been 
convicted of felonies punishable by imprisonment for 
more 'than one year. Davis said it had been established "to 
my satisfaction” that Agnew s record and reputation was 
such that he “will not be likely to act in a manner 
dangerous to public safety, and that the granting of the 
relief will not be contrary to the public interest.” 
Earthquakes Shake Mojave, 


PASADENA, Calif (UPI) — A sparsely populated area 
of the Mojave Desert has been shaken by 11 light 
earthquakes in two days The Caltech Seismological 
Observatory said three more quakes rippled Wednesday 
through the 60-mile area between Ludlow and the Twenty 
Nine Palms Marine Corps Base, about 120 miles east of 
Los Angeles The tremors registered 4.0. 3 5 and 3.6 on the 
Richter Scale. 
Only the day before a swarm the scientific term for a 
series of earthquakes—of eight tremors shimmied 
through the area in a period of one hour and 14 minutes 
The strongest registered 4.7 on the Richter Scale Caltech 
seismologists said the region was located on the Ludlow 
Fault, but there was no reason to believe that the 
continuing light quakes indicated a serious earthquake 
was coming

Britain, Greece and Turkey 
signed the Geneva agreement

A U.N. military source said 
the villages had been shelled by 
a Turkish warship anchored off 
Kyrenia in the Mediterranean,

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Shades of Will Rogers 
Will Rogers, the cowboy humorist, likes nothing better 
than to poke good-natured, but still biting, humor at 
politicians. 
One is reminded of Rogers in a whimsical bit of 
reporting not long ago on the NBC Nightly News. We are 
indebted to Mrs. Robert P. Kennedy, of Flatley Road 
North, for writing to NBC for the text and for forwarding 
it to us. 
Tliis is what was said, and it's our guess it would have 
brought smiles to the face of the unforgettable Mr. Rogers 
had he been alive to have heard it: 
“ At the beginning of the Washington sum m er with the 
temperature in the 90 s and the humidity around 100, we 
are reminded of a little folk wisdom. It is that the 
beginning of this country’s troubles was in the late 30’s 
w hen they put air conditioning in Congress' chambers and 
offices. 
“ Until then, Congress met in January, did quickly what 
was needed, and then usually adjourned around May or 
June, leaving Washington before the summer heat 
arrived. 
“ Now, with air conditioning, they stay here all year, 
spending money. 
“Being a legislator then was thought of as something of 
a part-time job, as in the state legislatures. Now it’s full­ 
time and, if it can be managed, a life-time job 
“ During the years of the air-conditioned Congress, the 
spending has risen from 7 billion a year to 300 billion. The 
payroll from 800 thousand people to 3 million. The debt 
from 37 billion to 500. 
“ It seems quite likely that if they'd continued going 
home every year in the spring to escape the heat, neither 
the spending, the taxes nor the debt would be anywhere 
near that mg 
“ And if government performance or service, or life in 
American society, has improved in any way comparable 
to the increased cost, it’s hard to see w here.

Predictions for farming in the 
future include promises of air 
conditioned tractors 
It is all a part of the problem 
which has m ade us the greatest 
energy consuming nation in the

produce electricity to cool all of 
the homes and offices, with 
cooling 
less efficient 
than 
heating. It takes more gasoline

E n erg y 
Association estimates the cost 
of a room air conditioner as

Highway Dept. To Make 


Movie Starring Highways

Indiana State Highway Depart­ 
ment will make a long, jerky 
movie soon—starring the high 
ways. 


No plot. No characters, No 


music. Lots of scenery, if you 
like looking at roads and road 
signs. 


Shooting will probably begin 


early in fall. It’s called photo 
logging 


The film will be jerky, because 


theodometer linked camera used 
will take a picture every one- 
hundredth of a mile instead of 
continually, said Donald F Pet 
ty, manager of traffic safety 
operations. “ It will be kind of 
like the old movies. Frames will 
go by slow enough so your eye 
notices the change from one 
frame to the other," he said. 


Petty said one van truck with 


alternating two man crews will 
be used. 


For Inventory Purposes 
"The basic use would be that 


we can inventory our traffic 
control devices from it," Perry 
said. The pictures will show 
milepoint and road designations, 
signs, signals, no passing zones, 
and so on. He said other divis 
ions within the Highway Com­ 
mission, likemaintenance, event 
ually may use the films to find 
faults, evaluate design, etcet­ 
era. Billboard placement and 
junkyard screening may be eas­ 
ier to pinpoint, too. 


It would be used, too, to 


check out complaints about a 
particular intersection or stretch 
of road. 
"W e 
continually

plaints of one kind or another 
and we have to ask district 
personnel to find out what ac 
tually is out there." Petty said 


Instead of driving, the departen! 
can save fuel and time by just 
looking for the area on the film 
Petty said around 25 other 
states are using or soon will 
use the system and some have 
their high way systems complete 
ly photo logged 
Having two 
crews should cut the boredom 
some, he said, because one crew 
can come back and edit film and 
do related chores while the 
other goes out. In each crew, 
one member will operate the 
camera while the other drives. 


Petty estimates it will take 
around 250,000 feet of film for 
the logging of Indiana’s approxi 
rnately 11,500 miles of roadway. 
The two way filming will be a 
23,000 mile trip. 
The truck and equipment with 
its installation will cost a'bout 
$30,000 and the whole film be­

INDIANA DURING THE GREAT ICE AGE 


During the last million years Indiana 
was e xtens i ve! y covered b y vast continen­ 
tal glaciers at least three different times. 
Only the driftless area of south-central 
Indiana escaped these ice invasions. After 
each glaciation, 
the climate gradually 
returned to something like it is today. 
Such large animals as mastodons, mam­ 
moths, giant beavers, and ground sloths - 
all now e x tin c t-lived in Indiana during 


the Ice Age. Skeletal remains of these and 
other extinct animals are found in lake 
sediments and bogs that formed after the 
last glacier melted about 10,000 years ago. 
Glaciers and their deposits are studied 
closely by scientists of the Indiana Geo­ 
logical Survey because of their effects on 
Indiana’s present-day deposits of sand 
and gravel and on the occurrence of 
groundwater.

Instead, the real 
culprit may be how you are 
handling the homemaking role. 
“ Unless

homemaking 
role 
with 
care, 
you m ay end up with symp­ 
toms of stress,” Dr Wilms says. 
“ But nervousness, fatigue, and 
depression tnay disappear with 
some careful reevaluation 
of 
your routine ” 
In addition, a reevaluation 
may leave you feeling better 
about yourself, she adds 
By 
assessing your role, you may 
feel new freedom 
and that can 
help reduce stress and give you 
a healthier view about yourself 
Dr. Wilms suggests you begin 
by re-evaluating your output 


You need to control your output 
so that the demands on your 
time don’t leave you feeling 
drained and unhappy. 
How to control it? A flexible 
schedule for routine jobs is Dr. 
W ilm s’ answer. A schedule can 
provide order—and give 
you 
feelings of com pletion 
and 
satisfaction. 
“ T ry 
to set 
aside 
specific 
tim es 
for 
c e rta in 
jo b s ,” 
shestresses. “ No more running 
the washer ever day or ironing a 
s h irt 
on 
a 
one a t-a -tim e 
demand basis This soil of non 
schedule 
leaves 
you 
feeling 
behind and resentful.’’ 
In addition, D r. Wilms urges 


you to look at your housekeeping 
standards. 
Perhaps 
you 
are 
trying

much- and 
ending up unhappy as a result 
“ Don’t 
punish 
yourself 
by 
trying to keep house as well as 
your overly tidy relatives,” Dr 
Wilms says. “ Your mother or 
mother in law may not have the 
opportunities to do anything but 
housework; you do ” 
Your standards need to he 
adjusted to your fam ily, she 
continues. If you have small

Farm ers held 28 per cent of the 441.000 bushels of 
wheat in storage. G rain sorghum stocks amounted to 
192,000 bushels. 
Nationally, soybean stocks in all positions w ere nearly 
double those of July 1, 1973. and totaled 343 9 million 
bushels. Corn stocks, down 26 per cent, totaled 1.4 billion 
bushels.

INDIANA’S ANCIENT ELEPHANTS 


Mammoths and mastodons, relatives of modern elephants, lived in Indiana most of 
the last million years. Scientists believe that both of these giant mammals lived 
throughout the harrowing years of the Great Ice Age, and mysteriously became extinct 
worldwide about 8,000 to 10,000 years ago-just when the climate began to improve. 
A few complete skeletons have been unearthed in the state, but teeth, tusks, and bones 
have been found in dozens of widely separated places in Indiana. Almost all the 
skeletal remains were discovered by workmen draining swamps, by 'Operators of sand 
and gravel, marl, and peat deposits, and by construction workers. 
Skeletons are identified more easily if a tooth is present. The molar of a mammoth 
contains a series of closely spaced, flat-crowned ridges alternating with dentine and 
cement. The mastodon tooth has two, three, or four large enamel-covered crests. 
Although bones of both animals are found in Indiana, most of the identifiable remains 
have been the mastodon.
